Mullets, Soles.e&c. beſides which ,

River,that multicudes of People are: 
relieved therewith. 
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Beſides theſe Rivers , divers 
Channels are cut out, and made na- 
vigable by mans hand, the principal 
whereof are at Bruxel/s,Gant,Bruges, 
and Middleboure. The Country hath 
not many Fountains of running wa- 
ter, fave in the mountainous part: 
But Lakes, Pools-and Marſhes many, 
which both fortify the Country,and 
furniſh 1t with Fiſh.

Many Cods are taken in the ſame 
Months with the Herrings,and ſome 
of them are above 50 pound weight.

yearly make vaſt ſumms. Salmons 
are taken at all times of the yearin 
Holland.and Zealand.

They have divers Forreſts, and 
Woods; well ſtored with Red and 
Fallow Deer... Goats , Wild Boars, 
Hares, Comes , Badgers, Wolves , 
Foxes,e*c. whcth yeild good Furrs. 

The Fowl in this Country are 
Partridge, Feaſants, Turtle Doves, 


Quails.Black-birds,and in briefe. all 
kinds of Fowl, and Birds that be in 


England,both Water,and LandFowl, 
eſpecially water Fowl in Holland. 
The People are valiant; and very 
Skilful Seamen : their Hoyes are ex- 
cellent good to brook the Seas, by 
reaſon whereof they diſpatch their 
Voyagesſooner than other Nations. 
FThey are good Linguiſts, and very 
Skiltul in Merchandiſe, They excel 
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Fuſtians,Silks,Velvets,&c. They 1n- 
vented the Art of Painting,and the 
making of Woollen, and Linnen 
Cloth, and of Dying. 

The Women govern all , both 
within doors,and without,and make 
all bargains, which makes them too 
too injurious and troubleſom, The 
eldeſt Daughter is of the greateſt re- 
putation, yet hath no larger a Porti- 
on than the reſt. They marry Noble 
with 1gnoble, young with old, Ma- 
[ter and Servant,into ſtrange T owns, 
and Forrajin Countries.

The Province of Holland deſcribed, 


Holland is as much to fay , a 
hollow Land, becauſe the very foun- 
dation of it ſtands upon the Water; 
ſo that if you go, or ride, the ground 
will tremble under you. Its boun- 
ded North and Weſt with the Sea: 
South with the Aexſe,and Brabant : 


Faſt with the Zzuiderzee.and Grelder- 


land. Through it run many armes 
of the Rhine, and Menſe, beſides a 
number of Channels made by Art , 
almoſt between every Village of 
moment. 

It hath in 1t a number of Iflands 
made by the Sea, the Rh7ze, and the 
Meuſe, of &rvers Names, yet all com- 
prehended under the name of Hol- 
land. The ground 1s ſo low that 
they are fain to Fence it , with 
Dikes, and Rampers, as well againſt 
the Sea, as againſt almoſt all the Rt- 
vers and Channels into which the 

yea 
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Sea Ebbs and Flows; ſothat in ma- 
ny places you ſhall ſee the Sea above 


the Land, yet kept back by theſe 


Banks. 

This Country hath few Trees in 
it, becaufe the grounds ſo ſpungy, 
that it isnot able to bear the weight 


of a Tree; and yetlefle quantity of 


Fruit and Gram grows 1n it for the 
fame reaſon. Yet have they ſuch 
plenty of Grain from the Eiſterlings, 
and Deamark, as 18 not-only ſufh- 
cient for their own uſe. but lberal- 


ly to impart to other Countries. 


And they have ſuch plenty of Rhe- 
iſh Wine from Germany that they 
ſpend more than in the Country 
where 1t grows. Flax they have 
none growing. and yet make more 
Linnen Cloth thanany Country in 
the World. Wool alſo they have 
none ortheir own, and yet make an 
infinite number of Cloths. They 
have no Timber , and yet ſpend 
more in building of Ships, and Fen- 
cing

cing their Dikes then any other 
Country doth. | 
Their principal home-commodi- 
ties conſiſts 1n breeding of Horſes, 
the Kine 1n their fat Paſtures, and 
Meddows, and Turte, whereofthey 
ſell an infinite quantity to other 
Countries. The Butter and Cheeſe 
made 1n a year 1n Holland amounts 
to above a Million of Crowns. But

Both theſe Provinces lye on the 


North and Weſt fide of Flanders. 
In Holland,the Rhine,and the Memſes

. fing the condition of Rivers, they 


ſeem to carry new Seas into the 
Sea. On the contrary, the Ocean

for a long tract of ground , and 
turning then (as 1t were ) . from a 
Sea toaRiver,it penetrates into each 
of them by divers Channels, and 
hides it ſelf there in ſundry Gulphs. 
From hence , joyning with the R1- 
vers, and together with them cut- 
ting Zealand thorough 1n many pla- 
ces, it makes thereof many I{lands, 
and reduces Holland into a Peninſu- 
la. And together with theſe three 
aforenamed Rivers, which are the 
chiefeſt of all Flanders, there are 1n 
Holland divers other leſſer ones: 
And, as if Art would contend with 
Nature, there are added thereunto 
an infinite number of Channels cut 
out by mans hand , which are made 
for the greater accommodation of 
the Country. 

There are within Holland alſo a 
great number of Lakes, and ſtanding 
waters; fo as the ſituation of both 
theſe Provinces being well conft- 
dered, 1t 1s to be queſtioned _ 
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ther the ſpace of ground be greater 


which by the water 1s won from the 
Farth, or from the Water by the 


Earth. Nor is it lets difputable, whe- 


ther their Country do more abound 
with, or be more wanting of thoſe 
commodities which men enJoy 1n 
other places. For thiough the con- 
dition of their fituation they want 
both Corn , Wine , Oyle, Wool, 
Wood, Hemp, Flax, and almoſt all 
other commodities and delights 
which are uſed 1n more temperate 
and dry Climates: And yet again, 

there 1s: o Country, not on]y in the 
Northern nook, even not in any 
part -of Erope , which abounds fo 
much as Holand and Zealand in al- 
moſt all the forenamed commodi- 
ties, yea, even of thoſe which arc 
leſs neceſlary for the maintenance 
of humane life: So great 1s the ad- 
vantage which theſe two Provinces 
receive by the Sea, and Rivers, 


whereby their commerce with all 
D 2 other 
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other Countries 1s made fo eaſe, 
which ſince they have introduced, 
and made ſo familiar in both the 
Indies, 1t cannot be ſaid how much 
both Merchandizes, and Merchants 
are increaſed in both of them. 

Hence it 1s that they abound fo 
much with People, and that their 
Cities, Towns, and Villages are fo 
well inhabited. Yet the Sea like- 
wile 1s as full of Ships, and other Bot- 
toms, and all their watry places 
with other ſorts of Boats, which all 
of them ſerve for habitations , eſfpe- 
clally to Mariners , and Fiſhers. 
Great 1s the number of People that 
apply themſelves to theſe two Voca- 
itons 1n Ho//and,and inZealand. They 


make houſes of their Ships, and of 


thetr Houſes Schools: Here they 
are born: Here they are bred up - 


and here they learn their Profeſſt- 


ons. And the Marriners eſpecially, 
who practiſing their Callings , in 
ranning ſo oft, and ſo boldly from 
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the one Pole to the other, and 
whereſoever the Sun communicates - 
it ſelf to Mortals, grow fo expert 
therein , as though they may be 
equalled, yet they cannot be out- 
done 1n this Seafairing Myſtery, by 
any Nation whatſoever. In briefe, 
theſe People are generally given to 
Traffique, and are extraordinary in- 
duſtriousin Manual, and Mechanical 
Arts. 

Their greateſt delight lyes in their 


meat, and in their Feaſts, by which 


they temper the melancholly of 


their tedious Winters, which are 
rather long than ſharp, the Country 
abounding much more in Rain than 
1 Froſts. They are generally well 
ſhaped in Body; and as candid in 
nature as 1n countenance : Pleaſant 
in their leaſure times: ; but fierce in 
their Warrs, and much better in 
fighting at Sea than by Land : they 


. feed moſt upon Fiſh, and are Whit- 


meats, wherein their Country doth 
D 3 infinitely 
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infinitely abound. « They ſhave al- 
wayes been inclined. to;a free (Go- 


vernment,and have ever tenacidully 


held their ancient Cuſtoms. . - 
Holland 1s full of Great: Cities, 

good Towns, and infinite in Villa- 

ges. But by.reaſan of the frequency 


of Forr-1gners, and multitudes of 
Natives, Amſterdam hath alwayes 


been the chiefe!t City of this Pro- 


vince. Even whiiit commerce flou- 


riined in Artwerp', great was the 
concourle of Forrcigners to Amfter- 
dam: Bunt Commerce failing 1n that 
City, by reaton of the Warrs with 
Sp4jmn, 1t is fo mightily encreafed in 
this other ., as Amſterdan 15 at this 
houre the place of greateſt Mer-.

Flanders hath divers Rivers run- 
ning through it: namely,Scheld, —

Channels made by hand to receive 
in the Sea, It hath many pleaſant 
Hills,eſpecially Flanders Gallicant. 
There are in Flanders 28 Walled

It's.di- 
vided into divers Branches, which 
being navigable, paſs to many parts 
of the Town; and where they iflue 
out, being all united together, they 
paſs to Dar: and from thence to 
Sclaſe, where they diſcharge them- 
ſelves. into the Sea. But fince by 
mhinite charge , and maryeilous in-

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dultry they have cut a larger and 


deeper Channel, by which a Ship of 


a Hundred Tun may paſle from the 
Sea up to the very Town. 

Bruges 1s arich, fair, and amighty 
Town : the Circuit of the Walls 
within 1s four Ttalian miles and a 
quarter, It's wonderfully peopled , 
and the buildings are pafling ſump- 
tuous , the Streets large, and (trait, 
and it hath in it many goodly pla- 
ces , eſpecially the Market place, 
from the which the ſix principall 
Streets paſs ſtrait to the ſix Princt- 
pall Gates;which is very Pp: icaſant to 
behold. 

In Bruces are above 60 Churches, 
the chief whereofis St.Donate. The 
City 1s divided into ſixty quarters, 
and into. nine Pariſhes. There is 2 
goodly place in the City called the 
lodging of the Water ,, wherein is 4, 
wonderful Engine turned by a Horſe 
that draws up water, and difperſes 
it by Pipesall the Townover. Here

ſtry, and Silk, rhe Citizetis are C1- 
vil and courteous.

The City of Tpre deſcribed. 


It takes its Name of the Brook 


Hypre which runs through the midl(t 
of the Town. Its ſtrongly ſeated , 

and hardly can be beſieged. Its 
much fortified by Art, and ma\e al- 
moſt 1mpregnable. Itsa fair and rea- 
fonab!< rich Town, and well built, 
though the houſes are moſt of Tim- 


ber. "In it are ſuch multitudes of 


Leaden Pipes to convey Water 
from the River and Channels into 
every private Houſe, that 1ts com- 
monly ſaid , That the Foundation 
of Tpre 1s all Lead. The Hall forthe 
fale of Cloths 1s ancient and admi- 
rable. Here are made many Cloths, 
Serges, 
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Serges,Sayes, &c. The Juriſdiction 
of Tpre 1s very great, and extends 
over the Country round about it. 
The Inhabitants are very Civil and 
peaceable. 


oo Scluſe deſcribed. 


Scinſe 18 one of the goodlieſt Ha- 
vens1n Exrope, being able to contain 
ftrve hundred Ships. The Towns 
{trong being double, Ditched. Tt 
hath a ſtrong Caſtle. but ſeverd from 
the Town. 

Scluſe doth not lye altogether 
upon the Sea-{tde, as doth Ofterd , 
but a little more within Land. Yet 
there runs a Channel on the right 
hand of 1t, whereinto the Sea enters, 
and 1s large enough to receive any 
Veſſel whatſoever. On the other 
{11de thereof, ſome leſſer Channels 
joyn with this greater, ſoas there is 
but 1:ttle mannurable Earth, unleſs 
it be upon one ſide which is towards

Weſt,about five Leagyes from Sluce- 
And Fluſhing lyes much upon the 
ſame diſtance towards the Eaſt. 


Oſtend deſcribed. 


Oſtend ſtands upon the Sea-ſhoar, 


in the midſt ofa Mariſh ground, and 
of divers Channels which come from 
_ the Continent: But chiefly its en- 

vironed almoſt on all fides by two 


of the greateſt of thoſe Channels 


by which the Sea enters into the 
Land, and grows (o high, whenit is 
full Sea, as that yau would rather 
think the Town was buried than t- 


tuate 1n the Sea. Formerly it was 


an open Town, and wasrather an 
habitation 
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habitation for Shepherds than for 
Souldiers. But the opportunity of the 
Seat being afterwards conſidered, 
the Houſes were encloſed with a 
Platform inſtead of 'a Wall ; and 
from time to time, [the Line was ſo 
Hankt round about, as 1t proved to 
be one of the ſtrongeſt Towns inall 
Flanders. Its divided into two parts, 
calied The Old Town, and The new 
Tow#. The former,which is the lefle, 
ſtands towards the Sea: The latter, 
and greater, lyes towards the Land. 
The old Towa 1s fenced from the 
fury of the Sea by great Piles of 
Wood driven into the ground, and 
Jjoyned together for the defence of 
that Part, and there the Waves ſuf- 
ficiently ſupply the office ofa Ditch. 


The Channels may be faid to do the 
Tike on the fides, eſpecially at full 


Sea, when, of Channels, they be- 
come Havens, being then c#pable of 
any kind of Veſſel; and by them, at 
all times,Barks ofa middle ſize enter 
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into the Ditches, and by them into 
divers parts. of the Town it ſelf : 
The Town 1s but of aſmall compaſs, 
and 1s. ennobled rather by its fitua- 
tions and fortifications, than by.any 
{plendor of the Inhabitants, or Buil- 
dings. |

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 tants are not anſwerable in number 


to the Houſes 3 many of which being 
Eccleſtaſticks, Forraign Commerce 
and Merchand1zing doth rather lan- 
guith than flouriſh there : Neither 
doth the Scheld yeild commodity 
tor it. For the River hath its Head 
but a little above the City , and 
therefore is hardly Navigable here- 
about. 

The City of Cambray is about a

forc 1s almoſt 1mpregnable. In the 
City 1s a Store-houſe , where great 
ſtore of Artillery,and Ammunition is 
kept for the defence of the place. 

Its a very goodly,large,and beau- 
tiful City, as well for private, asfor 
publike Buildings, namely , Chur- 
ches, Monaſteries, ec.
